The amendment, as we have said, is 
revolutionary. The sppliances which have 
coerced its ratification are revolutionary. 
Under the precedent set by the amendment 
iwelf, and sufficiently proven by the medi- 
tated legislation, and by aid of the ma 
chinery whieh, it did not create it at 
least periccied, slumet any, nay, any and 
every sort of partisan license may be per- 
petrated herealter by Congress. But, no 
matter how we may deny the validity of 
the ratifiGation, or question the wisdom 
and purity of the measure, we can not con- 
test its power. It is, to all intents and 
purposes, an organic law of the land, and 
will be enforced as such. We have, there- 
fore, as we said, to consde it 
as it is, and not as we would 
have it; and, for our own pert, we 
have purposely refrained from stigmatizing 
it as it deserves to be stigmatized, out of 
a sense of seli-respect and an indisposition 
to contnbute to the gratification of those 
who seem to consider the highest partisan 
giory and enjoyment to consist in the de- 
feat of those with whom they have con- 
tended over questions of public interes:

As long as 
there is a hope of modifying the new 
ferms into which our system has been 
forced we shall strive for that But if 
State lines are to be swept away and con- 
stitutional barriers to be broken down—if 
we areto have a new cut and shuffle of 
the cards of State—we are disposed to be 
lieve that the hands will be dealt out 
more equally than they are at present, sad 
we rather think we shall play them a litle 
better than we have done. It is a sort of 
expectant comfort, any way, t know that 
we could hardly have played them much 
worse.
